There 
were a number of square open- 
ings, perhaps six inches wide. 
Yet, inside it seethed power 
of countless bombs, enough to de- 
stroy miles of land and all on it. 
A continuing reaction. of ura- 
nium 235, the only fissionable 
isotope (atom) that occurs in na- 
ture, being obtained from ura- 
nium ores, was being controlled in 
the production of atomic (nu- 
clear) materials, and of radioac- 
tive isotopes similar to radium. 


Concrete, Lead 


The walls of this inner-build- 
ing are of concrete seven feet 
thick, with an inner layer of 
lead two feet deep, for a total of 
nine feet. The inner portion is 
completely filled with carbon 
blocks, through which run holes 
into which the bars of uranium 
and the comtrol rods of boron- 
steel are thrust as required. 

Uranium 235, uranium 233, 
uranium 238 and plutonium 239 
are fissionable when transmuted 
in the reactor, or pile. It is per- 
fectly possible to transmute, in 
this great pile, baser metals into 
gold or platinum, but today the 
most precious and useful metal 
ever known for war, peace, sci- 
ence, agricultural and medical 
research problems is uranium, 
Not gold. 

When we speak of something 
being radioactive, there is no con- 
nection with the radio on the liv- 
ing room table or in the cabinet. 
We are speaking of radium. 

Before the war there was, in 
the whole world, probably one 
pound of radium dividea into tiny 
particles, carefully kept in spe- 
cial “needle” containers. for med- 
ical use. 


Tons of Radium 


Today there is the equivalent 
of tons of it, created by the fact 
of atomic fission, which gives off 
a lethal radiation. The amount 
is literally unlimited. 

Yet, the more than 16,000 ra- 
dioactive isotopes which have 
been shipped from Oak Ridge to 
the hospitals of the world, weigh 
altogether less than three ounces, 
And each has been packed in a 
lead box weighing about 600 
pounds, so powerful is the radia-

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A Bracket System Is Still Needed 


' The Office of Price Stabilization has, 

by a face-saving device, backed out of the 

Georgia sales tax collection picture, but 
the flurry which accompanied this brief, 
ill-considered venture emphasizes again 
the need for the state to adopt a bracket 
system. 

A vast majority of Georgia merchants 
are in favor of a bracket system, as indi- 
cated by the overwhelming votes of retail 

' sales organizations in the early stages of 
the tax. What the merchants objected to 
about the OPS bracket was that they be- 
lieved it unfair to those whose sales 
are made up mainly of low-cost items. 
OPS bracket schedules were considerably 
higher than those suggested by the mer- 
chants and which are followed in a great 
many establishments. 

But now that OPS sensibly has yielded, 
the situation is right back where it started. 


Merchants are free to use any schedule 
they wish in collecting the sales tax. It 
may vary from place to place and from 
store to store. A mandatory bracket sys- 
tem is needed, both for the sake of uni- 
formity and ease of collection. We urge 
Revenue Commissioner Redwine to recon- 
sider his decision and. use the authority 
granted him under the sales tax act to 
inaugurate it. 

It is fortunate that those who attempt 
to profiteer on the sales tax are subject to 
action both by the state and the federal 
agency. And OPS has promised careful in- 
vestigation of complaints that some mer- 
chants still are collecting the expired spe- 
cial state taxes. Those facts ought to serve 
as a deterrent to profiteering in the future. 

Meanwhile, why not end the sales tax 
confusion by putting the bracket system 
into effect?

George to Act 
In Cotton Crisis 


WASHINGTON—In an effort to stabilize the 
cotton market and bring about better price con- 
ditions, Sen. Walter F. George and a group of 

Southern senators will confer with Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles Brannan next week on a move to have the Munitions 
Board stockpile 2,000,000 bales of cotton from the current year’s 
crop. ’ , 

The purpose of tha proposal is to have the government agency 
acquire and reserve 2,000,000 bales of the new crop as critical war 
material. By taking it off the market, the Georgia senator thinks 
price conditions will greatly improve. 

He pointed out that the government is now stockpiling other 
critical materials against the day when they may be needed for 
war purposes and declared there is no reason why cotton should 
not be held for the same purpose. 

“Cotton,” said Senator George, “is a vital necessity in case of 
war the same as steel, copper and rubber. The government 
should have a permanent stockpile in reserve for this purpose 
in case it is needed.” | 

The senator and his Southern associates were prompted to 
make the move by the latest crop report, which indicated that 
cotton production this year will amount to more than 17,000,000 
bales. To stimulate a large production, al]l restrictions as to cot- 
ton acreage were removed by the Department of Agriculture. 
Because farmers were thus encouraged to produce a large crop, 
he thinks the government has some special obligation to stabilize 
prices on a profitable level. ? 

The group, led by Senator George, has requested a conference 
with Secretary Brannan upon his return from Europe next week. 
Rep. Paul Brown of Elberton, is also actively behind the pro- 
posal and already has held several conferences with Agricultural 
department and Munitions Board people on the subject. 

With all restrictions now lifted on cotton exports, both Brown 
and George feel that the removal of 2,000,000 bales from the mar- 
ket for stockpiling purposes would greatly relieve the situation.

Much Money forward with the most graphic description 
yet heard of the $56 billion appropriation bill just passed by the 
House for our armed services—the largest single appropriation in 
the history of the government.

If: these trains 
were traveling over the same railroad at 15-minute intervals, it 
would take 48 hours, or two days and two nights, for them to pass 
through your town. It requires this sum to arm, equip and 
maintain our armed forces of 3,500,000 men. When this huge sum 
is expended, we hope that we will have an Army, Navy, and Air 
Force equal or better than that of any country in the world and 
sufficient to protect us.” 

With a reminder that this added sum of money will begin to 
be spent during the next 60 days, Mr. Camp warns of the dan- 
gers of inflation involved. ‘

The Council of State Chambers of Commerce keeps a constant vigil on 
It analyzes the various money bills before Congress and points 


out where the fat, in its opinion, can be cut. It turns a searchlight on Congress and reports what 
Congress is doing on government expenditures and on taxation. It presents its penetrating analyses 


of the fiscal facts through a publication called 
“Federal Spending Facts.” 


In the latest issue of “Federal Spending Facts” 
an analysis of the voting record of each senator 
on economy-versus-big-spending issues is pre- 
sented. On the basis of that analysis, the Coun- 
cil of State Chambers of Commerce has singled 


out certain senators which it honors as the Big 
Ten Economy Champions of the Senate and char- 
acterizes them as “in the forefront of the fight 
‘to cut federal spending.” 


On this honor list there are eight Repub- 
licans and two Democrats. That is to be ex- 
pected. But what is surprising is that thrifty 
New England does not have the largest num- 
ber on this list. Instead those honors go to 
the Mid-Atlantic States and the Midwest. 


Sectionally, the Mid-Atlantic States had four 
of the 10—Byrd of Virginia, Butler of Maryland, 
Williams of Delaware, and Hendrickson of New 
Jersey. Of course, the South might claim Byrd 
of Virginia and Butler of Maryland. If Michigan 
is considered part of the Midwest, then the Mid- 
west was also represented with four on the list— 
Ferguson of Michigan, Bricker of Ohio, Douglas 
of Illinois and Dirksen of Illinois. The champion 
economy state in the Senate was Illinois since 
both of its senators made the honor roll. 


That accounts for eight of the 10 economy 
champions in the Senate. The remaining two 
came from New England, the area known for 
Yankee thriftiness—Senator Bridges of New 
Hampshire and myself of Maine. 


Sijace Senator Bridges of New Hampshire 
was born in West Pembroke, Maine, and Sen- 
ator Douglas’ of Illinois went to high school 
at Newport, Maine, (25 miles from my hame 
town) and to Bowdoin College at Brunswick, 
Maine, the traditional thriftiness taught Maine 
children stood out in this honor roll.

VIENNA, Aug. 17—Well authen- 
ticated reports from Hungary in- 
dicate that of the tens of thou- 
sands of members of the former 
, middle class recently expelled 
from Budapest, some 18,000 young 
and physically able but politically 
unreliable men are to be sent to 
Soviet Russia as slave laborers. 
This will be done not only because 
Russia has requested more work- 
ers, but because the Hungarian 
government regards them as a 
danger to its plans for complete 
bolshevization of the country, 

Their deportation to Russia 
seems already to have begun. It 
is known that of those families 
who were sent from Budapest to 
an assembling camp in Szolnok 
and then separated, some have 
never since received any word of 
the fate of their younger mem- 
bers. The report is, however, that 
these young men are urged to bet- 
ter their lot by volunteering for 
farm work and, on accepting, are 
sent eastward to a notorious in- 
ternment camp between Nyireg- 
ghaza and Cop, which serves as a 
feeder for the Soviet concentra- 
tion camp at Uzhorod in Carpatho- 
Russia. 

Since the end of May several 
hundred trucks have transported 
such “workers brigades” from 
Szolnok. Of the 3,000 thus assem- 
bled and transported, no word has 
since reached their friends or rela- 
tives. 

These are not the first Hunga- 
rians to be deported to Russia. In 
the past, however, those who met 
this fate had at least been found 
guilty of some offense, even if 
only one of those new political 
crimes manufactured by the new 
regime such as slaughtering your 
own livestock or “black harvest- 
ing” your own grain.

into Czechoslovakia. 

They were the second barrage 
in a “Winds of Freedom” propa- 
ganda campaign by the American 
“Crusade for Freedom” organiza- 
tion. 

The first barrage last Monday 
sent 1,800,000 messages tumbling 
out of 2,000 balloons over Czecho- 
slovakia. 

More balloons will be launched 
later, and the campaign may be 
extended to other Communist- 
‘ruled counties. 
| The balloons were released 
Thursday from points in Germany 
near the Czechoslovak border. 

“A new wind is blowing,” the 
messages said. “A new hope is 
stirring. Friends of freedom have 
found a new way to reach you.”

should always be removed from the refrigerator ahead of time, 


so they’re never ice cold.

To Hang a Safe Swing 


The old practice of rigging up the tree friend with a swing to 
provide amusement for the kiddies is just as popular today as it 


was back in grandma's time. 

The swing has its complica- 
tions, as well as advantages. 
There are two immediate prob- 
lems: safety of the youngsters 
using the swings and protection 
of the trees involved. 

Number One precautien in in- 
stalling the swing is never sim- 
ply wrap the rope ends around a 
convenient limb. Friction might 
soon wear out the rope as well 
as the bark atop the branch, 
resulting in partial girdling and 
eventual decay. 

Instead, install lag hooks or 
screws on the underside of the 
branch. Insert the rope through 
these after protecting the points 
of the rope wear by the use of 
metal guards called thimbles. 
Tree and youngsters will then 
be well cared for. 

After the swing is up and 
ready for use, for added safety 
the swing branch can be cabled 
to other supporting limbs over- 
head. This will serve to steady 
the swing and prevent the limb

itself from swaying or bouncing 
youngsters up and down. 

Naturaliy, the selected limb, 
where ropes will be attached to 
properly installed hooks, should 
be inspected for health and 
soundness. Most staunch trees 
such as oak, ash, maple and elm 
are good for the purpose.
